Railroad Act 


Under the Railroad Act, the 


worker who has earned $300 a 
month for 30 years can letire at 
age 65 with $144 a month. That's 
tops for a single poison If he is 
marned and has dependents, the 
amount would be e\en greater. 
The old age pensions f i om the rail- 
road fund actually arc averaging 
about $84 a month. 


That compares 
with approxi- 


mately $26 a month on the aver- 
age for those retiring under the 
federal system. (The proposed new 
act' would increase the average to 
about $45.) 


There are many reasons for the 


wide difference between the fed- 
eral and the railroad benefits. 


Principally, it is because the 


railroad system blanketed in all 
the pnw service of employes be- 
fore Aug. 22, 1937. Without con- 
tributing any money toward those 
extra benefits, the railroader gets 
credit for the years he spent in the 
service of any rail carrier before 
that date.

Benefits Higher 


Just as the benefits are higher, 


the payroll Ux u higher on the 
railroad*. Instead of the 1 per 
cent payroll tax paid by.workers 
and employers to the federal old 
age insurance system, the railroad 
worker pays 6 per cent of the first 
$300 a month of his salary or 
wage. The railroad employer pays 
an equal amount. 


Besides the old age payments, 


the railroad system provides in- 
come in case of disability. 
The 


house-approved legislation would 
incorporate some of those fea- 
tures m the federal system. 


Under the rail plan, the worker 


may retire at 65 with full benefits. 
Or he may continue to work, if he 
wants, but he must pass physical 
tests depending on the type of 
work he does If he wants to re- 
tire at 60, he may do that, but at 
reduced pension. 


The principal advocates of the 


railroad system say it is different 
from the federal plan also in that 
it is "actuarially sound" 
They 


mean that as the worker's inter- 
est in the fund increases, the credit 
with which to pay his pension also 
increases. 


Some critics say the government 


merely places an IO U in the rail- 
road retirement trust fund, and 
uses the money as it needs it. In 
a way, that's correct, the experts 
say but the lOU's the govern- 
ment leaves in the till aie special- 
issue U S. treasury bonds, paying 
3 per cent interest. 


Why Two Funds? 


A good question is Why have 


two funds? Why not merge the 
railroad fund into the general fed- 
eral system? 


First, the railroad pension sys- 


tem is the outgrowth of employer- 
financed plans, some of which 
date back over almost a century. 


Second when the railroad sys- 


tem was adopted, there were thou- 
sands of workers almost immedi- 
ately eligible for pensions, without 
any contribution to the fund. The 


percentage of those with long 
service p«*ior to the start of fed- 
eral social security still is high. 
They would lose all that credit to- 
ward a bigger pension if they were 
swallowed up in the federal sys- 
tem.

Dried-up pastures and winter 
weather create the same feeding 
problem for the cattleman. They simply mean that 
you have lower quality feed and less of it. And you 
have little choice as to what you can do about it. 
You can let the cattle eat what they can find. In this 
case you're likely to take a weight loss on your cows. 
You'll also take a chance on a weak calf crop. Or you, 
can feed a supplement. If you feed enough of the 
right kind, your cows and unborn calves will come 
through in good, healthy condition. 


California experiments on deficient range showed 


the cow herd that got a protein supplement produced 
a dl% calf crop. Cows on similar • nge, without a 
supplement, produced a 61% calf crop. Arizona found 
that feeding supplement increased the weight of the 
calves at birth by 10 pounds. 


The amount of supplement needed vanes. Cows 


carrying calves, and young stock require more pro- 
tpin than open cows or mature animals. A safe rufe to 
follow is to watch the condition of the stock. Keep 
them healthy and thrifty. 


Research by the New Mexico agricultural experi- 


ment station shows that during the winter months 
range forage is most critically short of phosphorus as 
well as protein. While some of the cake supplements 
are high in phosphorus as well as protein, most 
ranchers over the state are using mineral supplement 
for year-'round use. A mineral supplement contain- 
ing at least 6% phosphorus should be made available 
at all tunes to range cattle Experiments have shown 
that year-'round use is better and more profitable 
than s*a»onal UK- 


Here's a goal for cattlemen. Use whatever kind 


and amount of supplement is necessary to keep your 
cattle healthy and thrifty. (Editor's Note: The prin- 
cif&n of animal nutrition discusted above apply in all 
par* of the country.)

Let's Give Jake Johnson Some Help 


A single afternoon or evening will be enough time to rid 


your home of the most common fire hazards. Fire Chief Jake 
Johnson said today in urging local citizens to join in the na- 
tion-wide observation of Fire Prevention Week, Oct. 9 to 15. 


"The first step is to clean out the cellar," the chief said. 


"Most families have stacks of old magazines, piles of dis- 
carded clothing, and even pieces of furniture stuck away 
down there. 


"All it takes is a spark from the furnace, or a. defect in 


the wiring, or a carelessly dropped cigaret to start a fire in 
the cellar. Once it is started, it is particularly difficult to 
bring under control if those piles of fast-burning paper, cloth 
and wood are there to supply fuel. 


The National Board of Fire Underwriters estimates that 


one out of every three home fires begins in the cellar, the 
chief said. 


"The next step is to clean out the attic, which is another 


danger spot," he said. "By cleaning up your home this week, 
you may keep it from burning up next week."

5. Oil and clean motors of electric appliances, and checl 


to be sure that belts are in proper condition. (This does no 
apply to refrigerators which have sealed-in motors.) 


6. Place a metal screen in front of the fireplace, to guard 


against flying sparks and hot ashes. 


7. Never clean with gasoline—it's dangerous. Fire ex 


perts suggest that cleaning be sent out; if you must clean a 
home, use cleaning fluids bearing the U.L. label of Under 
writers' Laboratories, Inc.

that "careless* handling of cigarets and matches is still th< 
No. 1 fire cause." 


He said that the National Board of Fire Underwriters 


estimates that nearly a third of all fires, in homes, factories, 
forests and elsewhere, are caused by careless smokers.

Washington. Oct. 11—(AP)—A 


bill raising veterans compensation 
and disability payments by more 
than $112,000.000 a 
year

signed by President Truman yes- 
terday.
